AFTER "BLIND TIGER" DRUGSTORES. 


Governor Marshall has issued orders to the state 


pharmacy board to revoke the licenses of all drug- 
gists convicted of doing a "blind tiger" business. In 
the absence of a specific law to reach these cases the 
less direct method discovered "by the governor will 
prove very efficacious in extirpating a gross evil 
that is widespread in Indiana. One of the most per- 
sistent obstacles to making ''dry" territory really 
"dry" is found in the lawless drugstore, which pur- 
veys to the thirst of drinkers in about the same retail 
fashion that a cheap bottle house does. 
The law 


of Indiana does not permit druggists to sell in quan- 
tities less than a quart without a regularly issued 
written prescription from a physician of good repute, 
The lawless pharmacist has a federal license, a de- 
tail he is careful not to overlook, but he stands in 
little fear of the state laws. 
Governor Marshall is 


undertaking to make him feel a similar respect for 
the statutes of Indiana that he entertains for the 
ordinances of the nation. The "blind tiger" drug- 
store takes much risk, but the profits arc very heavy 
from contraband business in liquor and the transac- 
tions can be invested with great secrecy. 
Usually 


the guilty druggist can rely with no little faith on the 
readiness of the customer with whom he compounds 
felony to perjure himself with all the fealty of sin- 
cere gratitude in the event of inquisition. 
Never- 


theless, the nefarious traffic can he broken up and 
the governor has set out upon a very 
promising 


course to do this. Communities that have decreed an 
end of the sale of liquor have a right to protection 
against contraband business in intoxicants and there 
is no reason in law or morals to deal more leniently 


behind a prescription case than with the plug-ugly 
who doles it out from a "blind pig" in a cellar or a 
Stable 


Also it is conveyed by wire to the center of things 


in this country that President Diaz is going to talk 
real sassy to President Taft about the war on the 
border and the part that the Americans who fill the 
rebel ranks had in shooting up an Arizona, town. 
Senor Diaz may be able to get away with his talk, 
but there is a growing impression that some of the 
other matters had better be looked after. 


Trial of the camorra band in Italy, after proceed- 


ing for many weeks, and getting nowhere, is to take 
a new start over a different road. So far as the law's 
delays are concerned even American courts seem to 
have nothing on Italian tribunals. 
The camorrist 


trial gives encouraging prospect of continuing for sev- 
eral years. Our anti-trust suits over here do not go 
much slower. 


The Fort Wayne river commission is trying- to get 


started on its huge task and it should have every 
manifestation of public support. 
The time is not far 


distant when the sanitary problem of the rivers will 
press for solution in a very imperative way and the 
people then will have to solve it whether they like the 
job or not.

MADE LAMP—WHICH? 


Editor Sentinel: 


Dear Sir: 
I understand that the 


light question is to come up before 
the board of public works this even- 
ing, and that petitions have been pre- 
^ented by those interested. 


Xow as the taxpayers of the city at 


large will be taxed to maintain the 
lights, In this favored section ot our 
city, It is but just that they should 
have consideration, and if they are 
unjustly Ignored there will doubtless 
be something doing. 


If,, as it 'has been shown, that the 


Tungsten 
system 
will 
cost 
nearly 


twice as much to maintain as the 
Wood Magnetite system, «vhile it will 
furnish but a fraction pf the amount 
of light that the home made lamp 
•will furnish, it seems to be self evi- 
dent that there should be no question 
as to which would be the better lamp 
to adopt unless it can be shown that 
the foreign lamp gives a better qual- 
ity of light, or that It will interfere 
less with our streets.

While we have not had a fair 
chance to see what the effects of a 
number of the" Magnetite lamps would 
be if properly arranged, it is certain 
that ,the latter will not present the 
Jaundiced appearance that the Tung- 
sten do.es when one looks down the 
street.

while the posts that the 


Tungsten lights are mounted on are 
individually quite artistic, they become 
monotenous when placed so close to- 
gether as is necessary to get the re- 
quired light. 


Then their size nnrl the extra num- 


ber 
necessary to furnish 
sufficient 


light, most surely is ag-.-iinst adopting 
that system in a city of narrow 
streets as we have in Fort Wayne. 


Besides this the Tungsten lights are 


too low to look well. 
(Of course It 


is necessary to have them low down 
so they can be seen at a.li.)

flavor and freshness twice as long. The 
wide mouthed preserve jars nre handy 
to label and use for the purpose in the 
pint, and even halt pint size. 


If the kitchen utenslis in the heavier 


granite ware are placed in a large re- 
ceptacle and boiled in soda water for 
five or ten minutes once or twice a 
week, it will remove every particle of 
crease from within and without and 
keep them sweet and wholesome. 


Dish towels should he washed out 


after each meal, and all othf> cloths 
used in the preparation of the meal 
just past This insures perfect clean- 
liness :tnd spotless china and glass- 
iva re.

INDIANA MAN AUTHOR 


'Washington. April 20.—Representa- 
tive William R. 'Cox. of Indiana, has 
introduced a bill providing for a most 
comprehensive plan 
of 
federal 
anrl 


etate co-operation In building roads. 
The bill embodies an idea which Mr. 
Cox has long had in mind. 


It appropriates the sum of ?30.000,- 


000. tu be available at 
the 
rate of 


$10.000,000 a year during the 
fiscal 


years of 1912. 1913 and 1914. If any of 
the appropriation for one year Is not 
expended durlnsr that year, the balance 
shall become available during the suc- 
ceeding year. The bill establishes In 
the department of agriculture a bureau 
to be known as the Bureau of Public 
Highways. 


Co-operate With State!. 


The purpose of the bureau )» to co- 


operate with the states and territories 
or civil subdivisions thereof In 
the 


construction 
and 
Improvement 
of 


permanent public roads, to make In- 
vestigation as to methods and the. best 
road building material, to construct 
object lesson roods and to brlnff about 
a uniform system for the repair, im- 
provement and construction of public 
roads throughout the United States. 


The bureau shall be In charge of 


three commissioners of highways. The 
president IB to appoint 
two 
of 
the 


commissioners, one from the majorlty 
and the other from the minority polit- 
ical party, each of whom shall receive1 
a salary of J4.000 a year. An active 
officer of the engineer corps shall be 
detailed as the third commissioner, 
whose salary also shall be $4,000. 


Under the plan r»oposefl in the bill 


the state or territory or civil subdivi- 
sion In road building shall pay one-half 
of the cost and the balance shall be 
paid out of the appropriation which 
the bill carries. 
After a road Is built 


It must be kept In repair without ex- 
pense to the federal ffovernment.

History or we maypole. 


The story of the Maypole is an In- 


teresting one, and few- of those who 
see it in these modern, days can trace 
its origin. It began in the pagan cele- 
bration of the Floralian festival, 242 
B. C. The ceremonies were com- 
menced by the Romans on April 28 
and continued through several days in 
May. 


Following the customs of the Ro- 


mans, May day was formerly observed 
in nearly all parts of the civilized 
world, and the original Floralian festi- 
val was pretty closely carried out. 
This was true in nearly all parts of 
England, but especially at Lynn as 
late as 1827, where the games were 
observed with remarkable fidelity to 
the Roman originals.
